Cab rev and Fletcher W. Stites 
were nominated, the latter by Mr. Cab 
rev. After considerable discussion, in 
which regret was expressed that both 
these leaders of local baseball could 
not hold the post, Mr. Stites was elect 
ed President and Mr. Cabrey Vice 
President, with tno understanding that 
if Mr. Stites is unable to assume t he 
icsponsiliilit y, the position* will be 
reversed. The matter is still open. 

Two other vico-prcsid-cuts were 
elected, Messrs. Kobert J. Nash and 
John A. Miller. C. E. Harndeu was 
unanimously chosen to .succeed him- 
self a> Treasurer, lie has handled that 
dillicult and rather thankless job with 
conspicuous success. Kobert Conipton 
was elected Assistant Treasurer. 

In c lionising a business manager, a 
post made vacant by the death of 
Samuel Wislcr, a problem similar to 
that of President was presented. The 
two names put up were those of Harry 
Hollar, of basketball fame, and Charles 
V. Haist. As the job is big enough to 
keep two men busy, Mr. Hollar was 
elected, and Mr. Haist offered his help 
as Assistant Business Manager. 

As Mr. Nash was obliged to leave 
early, Mr. Cabrey took the chair, and 
plans were discussed for the use of the 
new playground field. A diamond will 
be laid out shortly, and committees 
were appointed to look into ways and 
means of getting sufficient grandstand 
space for the temporary use of this 
year's spectators. 

It was voted that Narberth enter the 
Main Line League, and a membership 
campaign will be started at once to 
raise the money necessary for the $125 
guarantee which must be deposited by 
May 17th. Donation books will also be 
issued to purchase new uniforms. 



COUNCIL MEETS 



Extensive reports tin two big com- 
munity problems were presented to 
Council at their meeting Monday night. 
The Zoning Commission presented an 
exhaustive report, and a sample ordi- 
mance, which will be taken up by Coun- 
cil. The entire membership of Coun 
cil will meet shortly with the Com- 
mission to go over the ordinance. 

Following this conference a public 
hearing will be held, to give the resi 
dents an opportunity to express their 
views. 

The Committee in charge of the pro- 
jected Community Building on the 
playground presented a report of their 
plans, which are bo be announced at 
the public meeting next week. 

President Hall, whose business has 
compelled his absence from Council for 
several meetings, was again on duty 
Monday night. 

Residents of Conway Avenue have 
petitioned Council to dump ashes on 
the bed of that street, which is prac- 
tically impassaible. The Highway 
Committee, however, is not inclined to 
grant the request, feeling that no tem- 
porary measures will correct the evil. 
One of the members of Council, in 
commenting on this, said, "It is up 
to these property owners to get to- 
gether mid finance the street paving. 
Council isi ready to go ahead with 
permanent paving, as soon as provision 
is made to pay the contractor." 

There are several stretches of road 
in Narberth in bad condition this 
spring, work on which has been held 
up by the failure of the adjoining 
property owners to provide for pay- 
ment of the paving.

This subject w:is considered at a con- 
ference held ab« ut two mouths ago at 
which time the fast growing need of 
a suitable ('[immunity Building was- 
brought iwintedly to the fore. That 
I Vinference instructed the appointment 
of a ('•ommittce to study the situation, 
and make further report, and this re- 
port is now ready for presentation. The- 
Committee, the personnel of which is 
indicated in the appended call for the- 
second meeting, will be seen to be a 
well rounded and capable Committee 
of public spirited citizens and the re- 
i" rt which they plan fr> make is ex- 
haustive and comprehensive. 

While the first Conference w:us con 
fined to accredited representatives 
of Narberth organizations, this second 
(Vinference, unlike it, will be open to 
anv one- interested.

Judge Solly Severely Criticizes May in 

Sending Him to Jail for Two 

Months 

In sentencing William May, of 
M-erioii, and a former Narberth resi- • 
dent, to two months' imprisonment 
Miiiiday, Judge Solly severely criticized : 
him for his action in driving a car 
while intoxicated and served warning 
that all manner of persons will be 
severely dealt with if brought 'before 
his court on similar charges. 

"The citizens of this county and 
uf all other counties must feel that it 
is within the power of the court to see 
that the highways are made safe from 
such persons as you," said Judge Solly. 
"The low makes no difference in per- 
sons. Every man gets a fair trial. We 
pay no respect at all to whether a de- 
fendant is high or low, rich or poor; 
no matter what his position may be, 
lie gets a fair trial, and the judge will 
see to it th«t he is properly punished." 
After pronouncing sentence, the 
court ordered the clerk to certify the 
sentence to the State Highway Depart- 
ment, where action will be taken to 
withdraw May's license to drive a car. 
May was arrested on Lancaster pike 
last November, after his car had dash- 
ed from the road, described a couple 
of fancy evolutions and ended up 
against a pole. The police deemed him 
drunk and kept him in the police sta- 
tion all nignt. 

Friends of the family, called as wit- 
nesses testified that they were surprised 
to hear that William touched liquor. 
One of these was Dr. Edward B. Pinck, 
of Philadelphia, the May physician, 
who declared that he attempted on two 
occasions to administer whiskey as 
medicine, and May refused to take it 
"unless it was absolutely necessary." 

Judge Solly looked at the witness in 
surprise. 

"Better stop that," admonished the 
court. "That doesn't make any im- 
pression on me. Why, the man went on 
the stand and admitted that lie 
drnuk. ' ' 

May himself testified that on the 
night he was arrested he was at the 
Kitz-Carlton, in Philadelphia, and had 
two gin rickeys. Then lie went to the 
Bellevue-Stratford and had another. 
He denied he was drunk. Ho said he 
came out to Merion, and just as lie 
was about to enter his home, decided to 
go to Ardmore for a "hot dog." 

"That's different from what I would 
do if I wonted a sandwich," remarked 
Judge Solly. "If 1 was right at home, 
I M get it there. ' ' 

"But 1 wanted a hot dog, and we 
didn't have any at home," replied 
May. 

Driving with One Hand 
On the way back home, May said he 
was hold the sandwich in his right 
hand and was driving his high-powered 
Rolls Hoy op with the left. Another ear 
approached, blinding him with its 
lights, and he reached over to turn off 
his own lights. The car swerved into 
a ditch, anil as it did so he applied 
more power to get it out. But the ma- 
chine did not gain the road, and hit 
the pole. 

May said he sustained a dislocated 
shoulder and a sprained back. 

He admitted that he had been arrest- 
ed twice before. Once, he said, was on 
a charge of speeding, and another time 
for disorderly conduct at Rosemont 
station. "We were supposed to be 
drunk then, ' ' he said. 

Several other character witnesses 
expressed surprise that the young man 
had been drinking. Harry B. Stewart, 
of Philadelphia, declared that he al- 
ways knew May as a sober 'boy, and 
saw him often refuse to drink. Then 
Stewart declared that "for a man of 
his station in life, With money and so- 
cial position, his character was very 
good. " , 

Lieutenant Mullen, of the Lower 
Merion police, took the stand to testify 
that a physician examined May after 
the accident, and found no injuries, as 
the defendant described. He also said 
that May 's reputation for sobriety was 
not very good around his home com- 
munity. 

In his appeal to the court, Abram H. ; 
Hendricks, May's counsel, declared; 
thnt the boy was "unfortunate enough j 
•to inherit a large amount of money.] 
So much money that he could indulge 
his slightest whim. Among those was 
a high powered nnd a high priced car." 
Then he described how he had taken 
the drinks, but was not drunk.

Absent Voting 
The act providing for absent voting 
passed at the 10-3 session is adminis- 
tered entirely hy County Commission- 
ers, who provide all the blank forms 
and other material to carry the act into 
effect. An elector who contemplates 
being from home on the day of elec- 
tion or primary and desires to east his 
ballot is required to make application 
to the County Commissioners not more 
than thirty days nor less than three 
days before election or primary day 
and they will forward the necessary 
blank forms, affidavits and ballot with 
full instructions as to procedure in for- 
warding ballot and voting. 
Taxes 
Every adult must pay a per capita 
school tax and an occupation tax. In 
order to vote the occupation tax must 
be paid within two years or one month 
prior to the election. 

In addition those who own real estate 
must pay a county tax, a school tax 
and a township or borough tax. 

Also certain monies at interest are 
subject to a State tax of 4 mills, pay- 
able to the county.

What Is a Library? 

Tlio Xarlicrtli Cuiiimiiiiity Lilirarv 
aims In (;i\c >' s ("iiiiiiiniity ('nil lilirarv 
service, re^anlle.-.s of ]li.vsiral and , 
linaiii-ial limitations, lu'inK restricted j 
only in the quantity nf volumes audi 
materials available. It lias lieen work ; 
ing toward the "full lilirarv service''; 
goal for three years; much has lieen j 
accomiilislieil, hut more remains to lie 1 
done. i 

A lilnary is not merely a ]ilace where 1 
entertaining fiction is distributed with 
easy facility to those who wish to! 
read — although tlitit is always an out- 
standing and important feature of the 
work. (Without the fiction readers "at 
10 cents a week,'' there would be no 
library in Xarberth today.) A library 
is almost literally the place where the 
community is supplied with nil kinds 
of information not available elsewhere. 
There is almost no subject of every- 
day living concerning which a "full 
yervice library " does not provide re- 
liable information. 

The word "free" has an unusual sig- 
nificance in connection with modern 
libraries. It means not only that no 
charge is made for books and service 
(as in the Narberth Library's free 
collection), but also that the library 
patron has complete freedom of choice 
and action, in accordance with his own 
personal taste and judgment. In nearly 
every other form of public service, such 
as schools, colleges, hospitals, museums, 
etc., quite definite rules arc laid down 
in advance and public choice is made 
to conform. Excepting the exclusion 
of books which are of questionable 
character, the modern "full service 
library" gives even-one, even the chil- 
dren, complete freedom of selection and 
rejection. 

The reference department of the local 
Library has already developed to a 
state of great use by school children, 
college students and adults. Many have 
expressed first their surprise and later 
their satisfaction at being able to find 
conveniently here at home that special- 
ized information to get which it has 
previously been necessary to go into 
Philadelphia.

She said that owing to the hysteria, 
rumors, recriminatons and gossip, Con- 
gress, in its four months' session, had 
neglected much of its- legislative duties. 
It had, however, attended to the Mub- 
cle Shoals' question, and passed the 
Mellon and the Johnson Immigration 
Bills. Thirty-six resolutions of legis- 
lation put before Oongress by the Pres- 
ident havie not been considered. The 
bitterness of tax payers toward Con- 
gress is due to lack of its interest in 
anything but the oil scandal. So much 
grafting has been brought to light, 
and so many notable men have been 
attacked, that the whole political situa- 
tion has changed. Mrs. Bean averred 
that the West and the .East decidedly 
do not see "eye to eye,'' and that 
out of all the criticism, and political 
mnd-slinging, is growing a body of lib- 
erals who do not respect old parties 
and who believe that reforms must be 
brought about by a new party. In 
fact, the subject of a third party takes 
second interest only to the Presidential 
election. 

The speaker seemed to feel that there 
is little doubt that Coolidge will bo 
nominated in June, but that his elec- 
tion is not a surety.
